They 
are ashamed of holding to the good old no- 
tion that a certain. divinity woth hedge o 
king, The mere plauk that princely tect 
have trod beconivs not as other planks. Is ! 
it impossible that the stoppers made from 
it may impart tothe rankest Shag tobacco 
the delicate flavour of the tinest Havana ? 
May not the rough “ cutty” which touches 
grow pleasant as meersehaum and amber to 
the lips? It is just possible, though, that ' 
the royal hoot-solé may have interrupted | 
the flow of the royal virtue. And this sug- ; 
gests that, if the plank which the Prince 
only stood wpon for a few minutes is so pre- ' 
cious, a pair of the bootsin which he stands 
for hours at a time, and which come still , 
qnore nearly in contact with the prineely ‘ 
person, would be of perfectly inestimable ; 
valua down at Mibwall, Tho human ima- 
gination utterly gives way when we try to 
measure the -worth of one of His Royal 
Highness’s cigar-ends. Ini fact there: is no 
,end to the namber of things which might 
be graciously distributed among the fuith- 
ful, Why should not any plank which can 
be proved to have caught the Prince’s eye 
be instantly chopped up and divided among 
the eager claimants for the blessed bits ! 
The elevation of character which would 
ensue from the assiduous culture of this 
relic-loving temper scarcely needs to be 
pointed oui, 
A .too. serious-minded Liberal must, we 
fear, suffer-unutterable things as he learns 
"what the papers may call ‘this new proof 
of the tender devotion of the people of En- 
gland to the royal youth who will one day 
be their Ruler.” To him these sanctified 
tobacco-stoppers will be as the golden calf 
was to Moses, and as graven images and 
ainted ‘windows! were to the -Puritan.

have been so happy as to have more time 
for educating themselves, never strikes the 
fanatics who seem to think that all the vir- 
tue and integrity and intelhgence of the 
country are to bs found at their very best 
in dovkyards aud factories aud cottdn mills:

Tre question of “rights” ss possessed by

the worshippers uf abstract principles in- 


applicable to existing fucts, we will 
confine ourselves tu the condition’ of 
mankind as they have‘ existed from the 
earliest date until now, : 

Going back to the earliest periods of 
anthentic history we learn that the Is- 
raelites had, amongst them members of 
alien tribes who were regarded ‘as inferiors 
in the rights of nationality. We are not 
speaking of slaves but of those adniitted in- 
to the tribes of a people under the special 
protection. of the Almighty and governed 
ly laws received divect from the great 
Hauler of all. In the New -Testamentwe 
find similar allusions to persons labouriig 
‘under certain disabilities, and even St.

Tt is observable that the question is not 
made to turn on the merits of the negro.

There can be no 
doubi of President Johnson’s warm and 
strong feeling for the race, and his hearty 
desire to make the best bargain for it within 
the compass of circumsntances, Even his 
pride as a politician is committed to this, as 
well as his philanthropy. The reasons which 
have led to his Veto are reasons of State, 
which is only a phrase for the reasons which 
any sensible man feels better than he can 
explain—better, perhaps, than he can al- 
ways venture to avow.. There are matters 
of which a thousand people may be fully 
and equally cognizant, though not one will 
allude'to them, for‘ he knows well that 
somebody will call him a libeller, and the 
rest will stand by to hear-him so called, 
Why cannot the negro be declared a citizen 
and invested with all the rights of man?
